Thomas Day, well known to the past genera- 


tion for his "Sandford and Mertou" and " His- 
tory of kittle Jack," was bora in London, in 
1748. His father, who occupied tlie post of 
Collector of Customs, died in the following 
year, leaving his son an estate of one thousand 
two Iiundicd pounds a year in Berkshire, and 
oilier property, out of which his n idow had a 
jointure of three hundred pounds. If any one 
li.is ever lell inclined to call the exemplary 
haulord a prig in his pursuit of knowledge, ills 
1 hltely that he would apply the same term to 
the author of Sanford's existence. Day was 
Ihe ideal schoolboy, Ihe first, and probably tbe 
ast, of ihe kind. IIu did nol take birds'-nests, 
he gave to the poor, looked on mankind as his 
fellow-creatures, did not beat or hunt animals 
diank water, ate vegetables, improved his mind, 
and never used an improper expression. Ho 
was the lype of all " mfanls terribles." When 
still in petticoats, and thirsting for information, 
bo asked his mother who ihe Whore ot Baby- 
lon was, and, on beine referred lo the clergy- 
man of tlie parish, obtained the answer, lhat 
the figure was allegorical. This by no means 
satisfied the inquirer, who, after looking at his 
H™™.a^^YitJl^?Jlte^?t/.e*j1»jI?eaAf'i>lou<l 
it."

On 
being asked by one of his friends why lie chose 
tlie lonely and unpleasant situation in which 
he lived, he replied that the sole reason was its 
.being out of the stink of human society. He 
draws a picture of his own habits in the de- 
scription of Chares, in " Sandford and Mertou." 
wbeie he says: "Amid tranquil and Innocent 
employments my life flowed gently away like a 
clear and even stream." His farming was not 
profitabld, for he lost thioo hundred pounds a 
year by it, nor were his attemps to carry out 
bis theories attended with success. Consider- 
ing the methods of breaking horses then in 
vogue to be cruel, he adopted some peculiar 
means of his own, the result of which was that 
the raw colt he was riding took fright at a farm 
engine by the roadside, threw him, aud killed 
him on the spot.

As regard* the high society of St. Peters- 


burg, 01 even the middle grades of the nobility

the North American lieoieu, that the ladies 
are at loast e<iual, perhaps superior In breedin" 
and education to the men. It is wholly other"

of Asiatic or Byzantine manners. Indeed the

of her husband, are

teenth centuiy up lo our own day. It is to 
Ilerbcrstrln, who disclosed to Continental Eu- 
rope the interior of Muscovy, that we owe the 
familiar story of the Russian woman married 
loa (jet-man, who complained of her husband's 
fiigidity, because he had not once bf>iten her. 
There is a national proveib to the same effect: 
" Love your «ife as your own soul, and beat 
her like your fur jacket." •• A husband's cuds 
IraartioTi/Wife "i(AMHL"'':ai^ieejiutiii a.wife's 
opinion should recognize in blows and maltreat- 
ment an adequate gruund of ilivoice. The 
mnwjik cannot be made to undeistand how his 
right to chastise ins helpmate can be questioned 
and when he is summoned for-his offence be- 
fore a magistrate seicnely explains that the 
victim was hii wife, his property. Here and 
there Ihe popular songs bear tiaces of the 
griefs which in the rough fuirowj of daily life 
the Russian woman finds it prudent to conceal. 
"Ages have lolled away," says the poet Ne- 
krasof, " tha \\ hole face of the earth has bright- 
ened, only the sombre lot of the inowjik's wife 
God forgels to change." And the same poet 
makes one of his village heroines say, apropon 
of the enfranchisement of the serfs, " God has 
forgotten tho nook where he hid the keys of 
woman's emancipation." Iu a word the wife 
of the Muscovite peasant soems to have been 
until recently the slave of a slave, and to have 
borne on ber head Ihe whole weight of a dou- 
ble edifice of .sei vitude. Yet it may be that to 
rehabilitate her a little Italy and comfort 
would siiflicc, and probably the freedom of tbe 
turf will in the end be complemented by the el*- 
vation of his companion. Already in some 
communes thrre aregleatns of a new order, the 
mother of adult children, for instance, enjoy- 
ing a certain consideration, and the manage- 
ment of the household being occasionally in- 
trusted to tlie widow of the head. Tbe pro- 
gicusof individualism and the development of 
a sentiment of personal dignity cannot but in- 
ure to the profit of tho female sex. although 
thus far melioration in this direction Is ratliei 
a hope than a fact.

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No automaton or deception ever had such a 


success as the automaton chess player, which 
for more then half a century anlonlshvd and 
delighled Ibe whole .of Europe. The chess 
player was couslructed iu 1700 by Van Kem- 
pelen, a gentUmaii of Preshurg in Hungary. 
It was exhibited to thousands in Presburg 
Vienna and Paris, immediately after its com- 
pletion. In 1783-84 it was exhibited in £011- 
aon and oilier paiIs of England. After this it 
seems to have, fallen out of repah. In 18J9 
Maelzel, the mechanician, overhauled it, and 
exhibited it iu Great Biltain in that and the 
following year, where " it excited," says Sir 
David Brewsler, «as inleuse an interest as 
when it was flrslproduced in Germany." 
The 


chess player was a life-sized figure clothed in a 
lurkish dress, aud seated behind a large chest 
•"•to*—«>uicwhat resembling a library desk 
—31 feet long, 2 feet deep, and 4£ feet high 
1 he machine ran on casters. The chess player 
sat on a chair fixed to the square chestij bis 
right arm rested ou the lable, in the left he 
held a pipe, which was lemoved during Ihe 
game, as it was with that hand that he made 
the moves. A chess board, eighteen inches 
square and bearing Ibe usual number of pieces 
was placed beibie the figure. The exhibitor 
then unlocked four doois, two in tbe front 
and two in the back of the chest, and held a 
igliled candle at the opening, by which to ex- 
nbit Ibe machinery,

having been one of tbe first anti-slavery pro- 
ductions), went off to (he Foundling Uospital, 
at Shrewsbury, where he chose a golden-haired 
girl of eleven, as a fitting subject for his exper- 
iments. 
She was called Sabrina, from the 


Severn, and Sidney, from the patriot. But 
two strings were better than ono for his bow, 
«o another child, of twelve years old, was 
chosen from the Hospital in London, and 
named Lucretia. A bouse was then hired for 
them near Chancery Lane, and tbeir educa- 
tion was begun ; but the general interest shown 
in tbe experiment by friends and neighbors 
induced their tutor to take them to France, un- 
accompanied by any servant, as he wished that 
they should receive no communication except 
from himself. On his arrival at Avignon, lie 
writes to Lovell Edgetrorth, and passes, as 
might be expected, the severest censures upon 
the French, inveighs against their climate, tbeir 
indecency and vapidity, and tbeir miserable 
subjection lo the female part of the community. 
The girls are model pupils, such girls as never 
were seen at tbe same age, are always con- 
tented, and think nothing so agreeable as wait- 
ing upon him. An original letterfrom Sobrina 
is sent, by Day, as a faithful display of her 
heart and head :—" Dear Mr. JUdgeumrth,—I 
am glad to hear you are well, and your little 
boy. 
I love Mr. Day dearly, and Lucretia. I 


am learning to wiite. 1 do not like France so 
well as England. The people are very brown ; 
they diess very oddly. The climate is very 
good here. 1 hope I shall have more sense 
against I coine to England. I know the cause 
of night and day, winter and summer, 
I love 


Mr. Day best in the world, Mr. Bicknell next, 
and you next." Miss Senard, who disliked 
Day cordially, gives an eutiiely differently pic- 
ture of the foundlings. Accoiding to her, they 
teased him and quarrelled with one another 
continually; they caught the small-pox, and 
Day had to play the pait ol nuise and sit up 
witli them at night. They were all upset Iu 
crossing the Rhone, but, as Day carried Ins 
theoiies on the advantages 'of swimming into 
practice, he was able to save both tbe girls. 
After an interval of eight months, he came 
back to England, and, as Lncretia was hope- 
lessly stupid, he got rid of her, giving her, how- 
ever, three hundred pounds, a sum of money 
which, iu time, procured ber the hand and 
heart of a small linen draper. With Sabiina, 
who is described as having long eyelashes and 
auburn hair, he settled near Lichfleld, where 
the society was of no ordinary character, and 
where a group of eminent men gathered round 
Mr. Seward, who was a canon of tlie cathedral, 
and lived in the bishop's palace. Sabrina's ed- 
ucation was proceeded with, in strict conform- 
ity witli the precepts laid down in Smile, That 
youth was to display no fear or firearms, and, 
with that object, Rousseau recommends that 
I owder should first be flashed in the pan, then 
a small charge fired, then a large one, so that, 
gradually, he might become accustomed to 
" detonations lea plus terribly." Sabrina was 
not au Emile, aha wb'en her guardian fired pis- 
tols at her petticoats, which she believed to.be 
loaded with balls, sbe howled with unpbilpso- 
pliic terror.

It is no small proof of Day's perseveiance 


and confidence in his own mode of treatment 
of women that he was not picpared to abate 
any of his theories. The name of a girl fitted 
to be the mother of future heroes was sub- 
mitted to him by one of his friends, when the 
following inquiiies were made:—"Has she 
white and large arms ?'' " Sbe has." " Does 
she wear long petticoats ?" " Uncommonly 
long." "Is she tall, strong, and healthy?" 
" Remarkably little, and not robust." The 
young lady in question was Miss Esther Milnes, 
of Wakeh'eld, at that time' about tweiity-four 
years old, and in possession of a large fortune 
ol her own—namely, twenty-three thousand 
pounds, sterling. The courtship was a very 
long one, the delails of which, we regret to say, 
have not been handed down to us. 
We may 


assume that the lover ran pins into her arms, 
broke her china, alarmed her with cries of Bie 
in the dead of the night, tore her dress, fed her 
on vegetables, and made her learn tbe •' Dying 
Negro " by heart. In spite of it all she was in 
love with him, passed through tho ordeal suc- 
cessfully, and in 1778 the pliilosopbor at last 
found,a wife.

The Suicides' Hotel in the Latin Quarter,

The whole Quarter was up in 
arms, and demanded that Ihe room should be 
walled up, but the new owner laughed at the 
fears of his neighbors, and declared' that he 
meant to occupy tbe chamber himself. At last 
notice was given that the place was about to be 
pulled1 down to nuke room tor tbe Boulevard 
Saint German. AD indemnity of $50,600 was 
demanded, buf, refused, and tbe jury baring de- 
cided that $17,500 ,was ample compeflsalion, 
the owner grew despondent, aud declared he 
WKS a ruined man.

It will be a political trial to a great 
extent, and Republicans and Democrats will 
be apt to divide orrir Just as they would have 
done in 1863 or 1864, the Democrats upholding

Hero and Elaewhere. 


•At the Grove on Sunday afternoon there 


was a larger gathering than the previous Sun- 


day. 
After tho prelimlncry exercises, the Rev. 


Mi. Bengles, of fluillugton, formerly (und pon- 
»llily still) a chaplain in the U. S. Navy, was 
Imroduced, and made a strong argument in 
favor of tbe cause he was present to advocate. 
Ho is a stalwart, well formed man, about fifty 
years of nge, has a pleasant voice, which, al- 
though not poweiful, ia quite distinct, and hi« 
pronunciation Is unmistakably that of the 
higher class of English people. Ue claimed 
dining his remarks that h« was the healthiest 
man iu America, arid his appoarauee certainly 
Indicated that he was unusually healthful. 
His 


speech WHS lather ofun autobiugiaphical char- 
act"r, giving descriptions of scenes and inci- 
dents bearing on the temperance question 
which had occurred undei his observation In 
vaiiouspaits of the world. He said that he 
bail never used stlmulents but twice, and then 
only by advice of his physician, and never felt 
the need of anything of the kind, although he 
had been in his journeyinga subjected to all 
vanities of climate. This he recited to prove 
that, the desire for intoxicating liquor was 
wholly artificial, and that people would be much 
better off, both in health and wealth, if they 
could be brought to realize this fact. 


Ue related an incident of the doctor ou board 


the vessel with him—a man of extraordinary in- 
tellectual qualities, with a fund of knowledge 
upon all subjects, which few men possessed, in 
fact, "a walking cyclopedia," ihe speaker remark- 
ed. This man, a gentleman, scholar and philoso- 
pher, said that any man who could nut stop 
drinking when he found it was Injuring him was 
a tool. And doubtless he spoke honestly, yet a 
•IK-. 6 u.,,, .forwards, with «» his gigantic Intel- 
lect, all his wealth of wisdom and knowledge of 
ociunu:, uw uuctor was oy ins own confession 
a fool, for, led on by excess of drink at a sup- 
per yjven by tho ofliccis of his ship to the olli- 
cers of another vessel, on which occasion 20 
quarts of wine, besides other liquor, was drunk, 
he dunk all the liquor in the medical stores of 
the vessel, smuggled more aboard, diauk that, 
aud after hogging at evciy place where he im- 
agined liquor could be obtained on the ship, 
was attacked with delirium Iremeiw, and after 
lingering a short time, died, and was broiHit 
home to Burlington from Rio Janeiro, by the 
speaker, and buried. From this he argued the 
insecurity of even those of the strongest minds, 
If they allowed the formation of the appetite for 
stron,' diink, and proved conclusively that the 
only cei tain safety was total abstinence. 
He 


said that we could n»t expect to reclaim all 
who liad become drunkards, but that while do- 
ng ail that was possible to induce such to re- 
form, the main effort should be to get the prin- 
ciples of temperance inculcated in the minds of 
tlie children; get them all enlisted in the 
noveinent, and the victory would be accorn- 
ilished. After the conclusion of the address, the 
nvltatioii to sign tho pledge was accepted by a 
half a dozen or more peisons, immediately af- 
ter wMcli the meeting dispersed.

Two Bristol reaction In Africa. 


Ina lecent issue of the GAZETTE announce- 


ment was made of tbe sailing for Africa of Miss 
M. C. Newton and Miss Julia E. Wright, who 
but lately were connected with Miss Merriam's 
School. The following account of the company 
of which they composed a part, and tlie nature 
of the work they arc engaged In, from the JVew 
York Etangelim, will doubtless be found of 
Interest. " Ou Saturday, Aug. 11, among the 
passengers which sailed from New York by th« 
" City of Berlin," were the Rev. G. R. Ferguson 
his wife and five children, from Torringford.Ct., 
and ten young ladies from various parts of New 
England, who have gone as teachers to the 
Cape of Good Hope in South Africa. 


The question naturally arises, What calls 


such a company to this remote land? We pro- 
pose to give a little sketch of this interesting 
work, for this benefit of those who have not be- 
Ibre known of it. 


A few years ago the Rev. Andrew Murray of 


Wellington, South Africa, came accidentally, as 
many would say, upon the " Life oi Mary Lyou." 
He read it with the deepest interest, and felt 
that what she had done for the young women 
of New England be would fain lave done for 
the young women of Cape Colony. Hia heart 
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became so enlisted that he soon brought, the 
matter before his people, asking for £1000 to 
prepare a school building on the Mt. Uolyoki! 
plan, and promising to raise outside his par- 
ish an equal amount. 
The response was so 


cordial that he was encouraged to write to Ihe 
Principal ofMt. Holyoke Seminary, asking for 
teachers, and sending funds for their passage. 
The reception of this business-like epistle from 
iliac remote quarter of the world occasioned no 
small surprise and Interest, as some of our 
readers may recall. Sufficient now to say that 
Miss A. P. Ferguson of New Haven and Miss 
j\iiua miss 01 aoucu jiauiey, oolh graduates of 
Mt. Uolyoke, responded to the call and sailed 
Cioto New York in September, 1873. 


Airived safely in Africa, the school building 


was ready for them to open their school in Jan- 
uary, with every available place filled, and 
seventy-five more applicants than they could re- 
ceive! The plan and management was the 
same as that pursued at Mt. Holyoke, and the 
teachers were encouraged to feel that God's 
hand was in it and His blessing resting upon it; 
for before the close of the first term every in- 
mate of the family of fifty pupils declared her 
self upon the Lord's side. 


The next year a new building was erected 


and more teachers sent for from America. The 
llev. Mr. Neethlmg of Stel'lenboscb, twenty 
miles south of Wellington, sent also for a 
teacher, and a successful school was established 
there, Miss Gibson of Milford, N. H., being iu 
charge. The year following still more teachers 
were called for for this school, and the Rev. 
William Murray of Worcester, fifty miles north 
of Wellington, having hearty sympathy in Ihis 
work, and feeling tho great need of a similar iu- 
slitution, sent for two teachers, and the Misses 
Smith of Sunderland, Mass., responded ; and 
they now have a fine boarding and day school 
there. The Kev. Charles Murray of Graaff Rei- 


net, 
500 miles from the Cape, applied to his 


people for help in securing funds for school 
woik, and leadily raised X5000; and they too 
are now rejoicing iu a Mt. Holyoke seminary, 
under the direction of Miss Thayer, formerly 
of Mi. Holyoke, and Miss Ayres of Amheist, 
Mass. 


There is a constant call for other schools, and 


it is to supply these that the party sailed on 
Saturday. 


The Rev. G. K. Feiguson goes to Welling- 


ton to establish a training school fur evangelists 
and missionaries. 


Miss S. M. Clary of Conway, Mass., who has 


been fourteen years a teacher at Mt. Holyoke 
Seminary, and Miss M. T. Buggies of Hard- 
wick, Mass., go. to Pretoria, the capital of the 
Tiansvaul, and 1500 miles iu the interior, to es- 
tablish a school there. Miss Newton of South- 
boro', Mass., goes to Swelleudam. The Misses 
Cleaveland of South Deerfield, Mass., to Wor- 
cester. Miss Caturine Smith and Miss A. E. 
CiimuiiiiL'S. botbcf SfUejjiu.VgJ^^tCaiRaWVfQTt 
Miss Phclps of South Deerfield to Wellington. 


About the middle of August, *hen tlie wood- 


cock depart on their brief-annual migration 
northward, and but few'remain to moult iu 
old breeding grounds, our regular summer 
shooting is over—with the exception, perhaps, 
of a few tarrying " shore birds." 


Between this period and the regular autumn 


shooting of grouse, qoall and "lalliwoodcock," a 
new phase invites the sportsman's attention 
namely, the game of the bog. Very little has 
been wiilten on this branch ot'sport, and I take 
up my pen, hoping that I may atford some little 
entertainment to old sportsmen—not necessarily 
ray dear reader, old iu years, but iu experience 
with "dog and gun"—and perhaps impart some 
i nstrucliou to the-young Nirnrods. 


The shooting over salt bogs, namely, those 


found adjacent to the ocean or to brackish 
streams or ri vers, exceed > in quantity and vai iety 
of game found in that of the fresh, as most of 
the waterfowl mentioned in this article ara in- 
digenous, as it were, to salt or brackish feedin" 
grounds, where the tide receding offuis abun- 
dance of food in the shape of snails and other 
small Crustacea th«t cling to tbe reeds and 
meadow grass, among nh'ich they love to run. 


I shall omit, under Ibis head, "skiff shoot- 


ing," as it is called—that is, shooting from a 
boat those species of rail which frequent water 
too deep for a person to wade through—and 
confine myself to those bog biids which may 
be successfully pursued on such ground, where 
a boat is not required ; where tbe ground is 
hardly watered more than an ordinary snipe 
uieadow, and theieby have the pleasure of see- 
ing your doe work. 


The gaine'cf bog which is usually pursued 


by the sportsman afe: the clapper rail (or salt 


during the interval, had evidently made op his 
mind that ho would hare to fight, and not 
strike his colors to a scorpion as he would to a 
cat. When, therefore, the scorpion came within 
range, the mouse gave a squeak and bit him on 
the back; the scorpion at the same moment 
planted his stiug well between the mouse's ears 
on the top of his bead.

When the scorpion got tired 
the mouse got hold of his tail with his teeth 
andga>eita shaip nip. Next lie seized an 
opportunity, and immediaiely bit offtwn ol the 
scorpion's side-legs. He then retired, and be- 
;an to wash his face. I had expected, of course, 
that ilia poison of the "'scorpion would have 
killed tlie mouse, but he didn't seem a bit the 
worse for it. When I examined him the next 
morning he was quite lively and well, aud had 
learly eaten up tbe whole of the scorpion for 
his breakfast. Of cour.se I rewarded tlie.mouso 
for plucky conduct,by giving him "some milk, 
arid by letting him go in a place where it was 
not likely the cat would find him."
